said to be no common sort of a comet. 
We might ex claim in the language of 
New England’s favorite good natured

Ten million* cubic miles of head 
Ten billion league* of tail’' 
for that is about the size of it. The comet 
now appears as a hazy star with faint tail 
in the northwestern sk y.

scope the comet is said to be a beautiful 
object, with a tail five or six degrees long, 
very slender and neatly shaped. 
A bright 
starlight nucleus shines in the head, sur­ 
rounded by a nubulous glow of light.

the ganpy train without any perceptible 
diminution of their luster, H ie comet 
promises to be a conspicuous object in a 
few days as it will rapidly increase in 
brilliancy until the 29 th instant, at which 
time it will be the brightest. Tiie comet 
will tliea be visible in the evening, setting 
less than an beur after the sun, but it will 
be four hundred and six ty times brighter 
than when discovered, w’hick may some­ 
what compensate for the disadvantage of 
its being seen on a twilight sk y.

M ay 5.—Each suc­ 
ceeding week ponding leg islation becomes 
more com plicated in cong ress, and especially 
m lim lower house. 
¡Speaker Carlisle ae- 
knowledg es as m uch ig norance one day as 
to the probable work of tho house tho next 
day as any member o f it. 
Special order» 
are brushed aside, and surprises are spring ­ 
ing up constantly in the order of considera 
tion. 
Confusion abounds. 
Measures which 
are placed in the w ay of early disposition 
are releg ated to the foot of the calendar and 
others 
measures 
alm ost 
unheard 
ot 
take precedence upon the slig htet notice. 
This unusual condition of affairs in the 
nouse leads m any to talk about adjourn 
m eat, but precludes the possibility of a 
well-founded prediction. 
Most members 
say cong ress can adjourn by the middle of 
July, and y et none will fail to show work 
which m ay occupy the tim e until late in 
Aug ust. The habit the houee has fallen into 
of setting aside special orders is likely 
however, to create some feeling and result 
in a movem ent which will refuse the con­ 
sideration of anything but a p p ro p ria te 
bills, and thus result in an early adjourn­ 
ment. 
The members com plain of the late­ 
ness of the appropriations now along with 
their dem ands for the consideration of 
other measures. 
There seem* to be no 
ru Ider on the flotilla of the house a t pres­ 
ent, and that, it will be necessary to do 
som ething to cause a stam pede before work 
will be facilitated and a determ ination 
reached as to w hat shall take precedence. 
'I ae leg islative, executive and judicial ap­ 
propriation bill will be reported early in 
the week, leaving only the sundry civil, 
fortifications, g eneral de fic ie nt and navai 
Dili» to be reported. 
The tariff bill will not 
come up before the latter p art of the m onth 
anil it is g enerally believed the enacting 
clause will bo stricken out w ith but % ery 
little debate, thus m aking short wor.c oi 
what has threatened a long and dreary dis­ 
cussion.

g iven to Jefferson Davis hore .Saturday was 
immense. 
The line of procession to Hill 
m onum ent was 
throng ed with 
shouting 
thousands, and everyw here were to be seen 
the stars und stripes entw ined w ith tho stars 
and bars. 
A t the platform the sea of faces 
extended in all directions for a Ibng dis­ 
tance, and tho people surg ed and crowded 
to g et near tho ex-president, who was kept 
constantly bowing and lifting his h a t 
T he 
statue of 13. 1L H ill was duly unveilel, 
Gov. McDaniel m aking the reception ad­ 
dress. 
The oration was delivered l>y J. C. 
C. 
Black, who said in allusion tto Mr. 
L av is: 
• Illustrious son of tho south, thy silent 
pr. sence is loftier trib ute than spoken o ra­ 
tion or m arble statue or assembled thou­ 
sand.» . 
Beside the g rave of him who never 
swerved in his devotion to tlioe und tho 
causo o* which to©u w ert and a rt tho woi th^ 
representative, we this day acknowledg e 
thy „ust claim ui>on the confidence, esteem, 
l o ve " a nd veneration of ourselves und pos­ 
te rity .” 
Ho closed by saying th a t tho south had 
forg otten everything in its alleg iance to the 
Union except the m em ory of the cherish- 1 
dead. 
Mr. Davis was very brief. 
He said he 
came to show his respect to one who had 
alw ays been faithful, and nothing he could 
say would add to his g lory. 
Mr. Davis 
closed as follows: 
“I urg e upon all present 
to observe fealty to every promise and 
loyalty to the rig hts g uaranteed you under 
the constitution. 
May the freedom and in 
dependence such 
as your fathers g ayo you 
be yours and your children’s forever.” 
Mr. Davis left Sunday m orning for S a­ 
vannah. 
Gen. Long street, who sat on the platform 
w ith Mr. Davis and shook hands w ith him 
said to a correspondent: 
“All this means nothing more than th at 
there is not a m an in the south who dream s 
of anything b ut the perpetuity of the 
Union, and tho idea of dissolution of th a t 
union and southern independence is dead 
never to be resurrected. 
O ur people who 
foug ht for tho .cause they believed in, m is­ 
ta i” i thoug h they m ay now believe them ­ 
selves to h.tve been, believe it is only de­ 
cent and m anly th at they should pay re­ 
s e c t to their o il chief, and certainly there 
is nothing wrong in their coming tog ether 
to swap stories and having a g ood tim e to ­ 
other even as the Union soldiers do. 
S a va nna h , Ga., M ay 3.—Mr. D avis’ trip 
from A tlanta to Savannah was a continu­ 
ous uvatiou. 
A t every station « rowds col­ 
lected, and wherever the train stopped Mr. 
f .Hvis was called for and was oblig ed either

where was unbounded. 
The special train

Gen, Sam Ho usto n, co mmander o f the 
Tcx nn fo rces came upo n Santa Anna’s 
fo rces near the mo uth o f the San J acinto 
riv er, o n the 20th o f April, 18 36 , an attack 
was reso lv ed upo n. 
So me skirmishing 
to o k place o n that day , and o n the nex t, 
the battle that was fo ug ht was sudden, 
desperate and decisiv e. 
The battle cry 
o f the Tex ans was “ Itemember the Ala­ 
mo " and so fiercely did they fig ht that 
the Mex ican fo rces were put to flig ht, and 
Santa Anna was captured within an ho ur. 
The Tex ans made o ne final terrific charg e 
with their thrilling war cry , and the Mex ­ 
icans fled like frig htened deer. 
The 
latter numbered 1,536 , and the fo rmer 
abo ut 7 00. 
Gen. Ho usto n was slig htly 
wo unded in the ankle. 
When Santa 
Anna was bro ug ht in, the Tex ans burn­ 
ing fo r lev eng e o n acco unt o f the Alamo 
and o ther atro cities, clamo red fo r his life, 
but Ho usto n sav ed him, and Santa Anna 
was paro led and neg o tiated a treaty by 
which Mex ico was to reco g nize Tex as as 
a free republic. 
The autho rities at the 
capital, ho wev er, refused to ackno wledg e 
the treaty . 
The United States immedi­ 
ately reco g nized Tex as as a so v ereig n 
co untiy with Ho usto n as its president, 
and this finjdly led to the Mex ican wai, 
and Tex as, as well as that g reat po rtio n 
o f Mex ico , no w kno wn as New Mex ico , 
Arizo na, and nearly all the tract west o f 
the Ho cks Mo untains, including Cali­ 
fo rnia, became a part o f the United States 
and g av e us a co untry washed o u bo th 
eastern aud western sho res by the g reat 
o ceans. 
Ho usto n became g o v erno r o f 
Tex as and United States senato r, and was 
repeatedly v o ted fo r in natio nal demo ­ 
cratic co nv entio ns as a candidate fo r 
president o f the United States. 
He died 
in Tex as at the beg inning o f the war, af 
ter hav ing further no bly pro v ed his pa ­ 
trio tism by strenuo usly o ppo sing seces­ 
sio n and do ing all that lay in. his po wer 
to defeat the labo rs o f Wig fall and his 
incendiary j asso ciates. 
Indirectly 
the) 
battle o f San J acinto was o f incalculable 
impo rtance to the United States, fo r by 
it we g ained an additio n to o ur co untry 
equal to abo ut o ne-fo urth its who le area, 
and which in the hidden treasures o f its 
mines is unsut passed in the wo rld. There 
; re pro bably no t a do zed surv iv o rs o f the 
battle o f San J acinto .
